The Agency, in accordance with the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide and Rodenticide Act (FIFRA), as
amended, has completed reviewing all of the information submitted with your application to support the
reregistration of the above referenced product in connection with the permethrin RED(s), and has
concluded that your submission is acceptable.

NOTE: This product is not being reregistered under sections 3(c)5 and 4(g) of FIFRA at this time.

Please be reminded that 40 CFR Part 156.140(a)(4) requires that a batch code, lot number, or other code
identifying the batch of the pesticide distributed and sold be placed on non-refillable containers. The
code may appear either on the label or durably marked on t£e container itself, and can be added by non-
notification per PRN 98-10.

It is a violation of Federal law to use this product in a manner inconsistent with its
labeling.

READY TO USE - No dilution necessary.

APPLICATION INSTRUCTIONS
Pour along back line and down face. Apply Y2 fl. oz. per 100 Ibs. body weight of animal,
up to a maximum of 5 fl. ozs. for any one animal to control Lice, Horn Flies and Face
Flies. Aids in control of Horse Flies, Stable Flies, Mosquitoes, Black Flies and Ticks on
lactating and non-lactating dairy cattle, beef cattle, calves and sheep.

For Keds on sheep, pour along back line over neck, shoulders and rump. Apply % fl.
oz. per 50 Ibs. body weight of animal, up to a maximum of 3 fl. ozs. for any one animal.

Repeat treatment as needed, but do not exceed 5 fl. ozs. during any 14 day interval.
For optimum lice control, two treatments at a 14 day interval are recommended.

NOTE: This product is not effective for grub control on cattle.

Restrictions:
Do not apply this product that will contact workers or other persons either directly or
through drift. Only protected handlers may be in the area during application.

When used in dairy barns or facilities: Close milk bulk tank lids to prevent contamination
from spray and from dead or falling insects. Remove or cover milking utensils before
application. Wash teats of animals before milking.

Not for use in outdoor residential misting systems.

STORAGE AND DISPOSAL
Do not contaminate water, food or feed by storage or disposal.
